Tlie  newspaper  editetrs  can  exercise 
a  great  influence  in  creating  a  senti¬ 
ment  .‘uuong  the  newspaper  readers  in 
favor  of  better  speech.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  thing  in  creating  this  senti¬ 
ment  is  the  using  of  good  English  in 
all  sections  of  the  newspaiper.  This 
influence  will  not  only  bo  felt  by  news- 
|)aper  readers,  who  constitute  a  large 
people,  but  will  be  felt  by  many  more 
people.  The  readers  of  the  newspaper 
will  pick  up  the  habits  of  good  Eng¬ 
lish  s])eech  and  pass  them  on  to  their 
neighbors  who  do  not  rend  the  news¬ 
papers.  This  method  of'  using  good 
speech  in  all  sections  of  the  newspa¬ 
per  should  be  practiced  at  all  times 
:ind  not  only  during  Better  Speech 
Week.  Newspaper  editors  should  al¬ 
ways  guard  against  the  use  of  poor 
English  and  slangy  phrases  to  attract 
attention.  During  the  week  adver¬ 
tisements  of  Better  Speech  Week 
should  be  printed  in  the  newspapers, 
in  order  to  notify  the  public  that  they 
must  strive  to  use  better  speech. —

I  would  suggest  that  the  schools  of 
Jitaryvillc  engage  in  a  crusade  against 
sl.mg.

Since  slang  is  used  chiefly  because  it 
conveys  vividness,  children  should  be 
taught  to  enrich  their  vocabularies  by 
the  adoption  of  equally  expressive 
English  words  as  a  substitute  for 
sl.-ing.  The  dictionary  is  replete  with 
synonyms  which  arc  far  more  elegant 
than  the  slang  expressions  which  arc 
so  prevalent  in  our  English  conversa¬ 
tion.  The  pupils  may  adopt  slogans  for 
their  respective  classes  and  these  slo 
gans  may  be  posted  in  conspieious 
places  where  they  will  attract  public 
attention.  In  this  way  the  children 
will  acquire  a  taste  for  correct  speech 
before  they  arc  old  enough  to  master 
technical  grammar  and  they  will  grad¬ 
ually  learn  to  discard  slang,  which  in 
the  words  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes, 
is  characterized  as  the  “blank  check 
book  of  intellectujil  bankruptcy.”

After  the  purpose  and 
the  aims  of  the  campaign  have  been 
brought  before  the  elnss,  interest  may 
be  ereated  in  making  posters-  These 
posters  are  not  limited  to  any  one 
kind  but  offer  opportunity  fur  indi¬ 
vidual  work.  One  inuy  be  a  picture  of 
a  large  auto  filled  with  children  who 
are  throwing  out  cards  marked  with 
ain’t,  bain’t,  et,  and  other  words  oft¬ 
en  used  incorrectly.  For  others  the 
pupils  may  bring  appropriate  pictures 
from  magazines  illustrating  different 
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verbs.  For  instance:  If  a  picture  of 
same  one  eating  is  brought,  paste  it 
attractively  on  construction  or  dr.aw-

This  may  be  carried  out  for  pro¬ 
nouns  that  are  used  incorrectly  as 
well  as  for  verbs.  The  pupils  should 
place  some  of  these  around  the  room

taken  home  to  interest  the  parents. 

Poster  making  is  only  a  beginning 
to  focus  the  attention  of  the  pupil  on 
the  use  of  correct  English.  The  work 
should  be  carried  on  thruout  the  year 
by  contests,  by  programs,  and  by  con¬ 
stant  watclifulness  and  practice  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher  and  the  stu¬ 
dents.
